DisseMmiNATION OF Diseases At Fu-
NERALS.—There is not wanting cases either
in this country or Europe to prove the
danger of dissseminating contagious d i
ses at funerals. Not.long since the Su
Distriot Medical Society made some inqui-
ries in reference to this question of dissem-
ination in connection with patients dying
of dipcheriu, and elicited some very interest-
ing and saggestive facts. The result was
the passage of a recommendation to the ef-
fect that funerals of persons who had died
of that disease should be private. We are
pleased to notice that the Health Board of
this city have issued a circular not only ad-
vising against publio or church funerals of
persons dying of diptheria but of scarlet
fever, measles and whooping cough. There
does not seem to be any good reason why
our health authorities should not ouly actu-
ally forbid such funcrals to be held in such
places, but that the family of the deceased
should be compelled to publish, with the
aonouncement of the deuth, the partig-
ular contagious disease of which the patient
had died, so that there should be the least
possible danger with strictly private funer-
als. We have in mind a whole family of
children which was sacrificed to zcarlet fa-
ver by a neglect of this precaution, besides
wany scattered cagses. Such, however, are
80 much more the rule than the exception,
that it becomes almost criminal not to give
a suitable warning in advance. In this
connection it would be well to contider the
possibility of restricting the transportation
of the bodies of children dying'of these
diseases to hearses, rather than, itting
the usc of carriages for shat purpogh, =2

STOOK LAW,

Eiffect on the West.—The neoessity of en-
closing with a fence is the bage of Wes-
tern furming. A man buys a quarter sec-
tion, and is compelled to make either one
or two miles of fence—the quantity depend-
ing on the circumstance whether he “joins
fencos” or not. He may wish to raise
wheat and keep no steck ; but he is com-
pelled to fence just the same, to defend
himself against his neighbors’ cactle. If
they have not more than fifty head, it will
be cheaper for him to go upon their farms
and enclose their pastures, than to build his
own boundary fence.

The squatter finds to his amazement that
bis lence will cost five times as much as his
. by rigrs - ry y :
cient to raise fifty to's -huudred acres of
wheat, but not having woney enough to
fence it, is driven to thealternative of rent-
ing of others, and letting his own rich land
lie idle. Farmers can about as well afford
to pay ten dollars per acre for a farm, and
be obliged to fence only enough to restrain
their own stock, as to pay five dollars per
acre, and be compelled to fence against the
stock of the State.

Many men reant all their lives, who would
buy laud and pay for it, were it not for the
serious expense of fencing. The writer in
the Illinois Report, already quoted, says:
“‘About three-fourths of all the ‘eussin’ in
Illinois may be fairly charged to the prac-

even ten years since, that stock should be
fenced, or otherwise taken care of by its
owners, I do net believe there would be an
acre of good prairic uncultivated in the
State.
